The question formed a back­ 
drop today to the latest psy-j 
choiogical cold skirmish be-' 
tween the Army and some of 
its soldier-scientists stationed 
at the super-secret chemical;

Army investigators question-; 
ed five college-trained GIs who 
admitted yesterday they at­ 
tended an Aug. 13 beer party 
featuring such songs as “Down 
with the Army.”

about 35 more celebrants at the 
party held at a nearby off-post 
inn. 
“ Somewhere along the line,” 
said Brig. Gen. Harold Walms- 
ley, 
Edgewood 
commander. 
“ American parents and educa­ 
tional systems have failed to 


instill in these men an appre­ 
ciation for their heritage and 
the desire to perform duties 
for their country.” 
A plan to spot the party-go­ 
ers through a rare device nev-| 
er came off. Because the 60 or 
so attended the party in civil­ 
ian clothes, all members of the 
s o 1 d i e r-scientist detachment 
were ordered to a special for­ 
mation in mufti so they could 
be identified more easily by 
witnesses. 
W a 1 m 8 1 e y canceled t he 
scheduled viewing of t he line­ 
up by witnesses, but the GIs 
took no chances. Most of them 
turned out for the formation 
wearing 
whife 
shirts 
with 
sleeves rolled up, which would 
have made identification more 
difficult. 
The formation was marched 
to a post theater, where an 
hour-long lecture on the code 
of military discipline was de­ 


livered by the Edgewood legal 
officer. He asked participants 
in the Aug. 13 party to stay 
when the lecture was over.; 
One did and four others turned 
themselves in about two hours 
later, an Army spokesman said, i 
“ No charges have been filed 
yet,” he added. “The investiga­ 
tion is continuing.” 
After a similar incident at 
Edgewood last year, 11 soldier-1 
scientists were court-martialed 
on drunkenness and disorderly | 
conduct charges. 
Convicted only of disorderly 
conduct, they were demoted! 
and fined $25 each after their 
civilian lawyer complained to 
the secretary of the Army that

Giant Liners Offering 


Bargain Fares Slated 


NEW YORK (JFi— In a couple 
of years you may be able to sail 
to Europe for $50. 
Hyman B. Cantor, New York 
hotel and steamship operator, 
yesterday announced signing of 
preliminary contracts for two 
90,000 gross ton liners, each 
capable of carrying 6,000 pas­ 
sengers, and said about 20 per 
cent of the passenger cabins— 
with private bath and toilet 
facilities—will sell for the $50 
rate, east or west bound. The 
balance of choicer accommoda­ 
tions will be scaled to a maxi­ 
mum $125. 
The fares do not include 
food. Passengers will pay for 
what they eat. 
Cantor, head of Sea Coach 
Transatlantic Lines, Inc., said 
the vessels will have a 34-knot 
speed, enabling them to make 
the trip in four days. 
The most inexpensive ship 
fare to Europe nowr is about 
$200, including food. 
The contracts involve more 


than 160 million dollars. The 
first of the giant liners is sched­ 
uled for service sometime in 
1962. 
The vessels will be built at 
Deutsche 
Werft 
Shipyards, 
A.G., Hamburg. Germany. They 
will operate between New York 
and Zeebrugge, Belgium, tho 
first port of call on the east­ 
ward passage, and then on to 
either Cuxhaven or Bremer- 
haven in West Germany. 
Cantor said he obtained fi­ 
nancing abroad when he failed 
to get action in this country. 
He said each ship will have 
tw'o swimming pools, a skating 
rink, two movie theaters and 
facilities for convention meet­ 
ings. Each will contain 2,750 
cabins and quarters for a crew 
I of 1,350. 
The largest passenger liner 
now afloat is the Queen Eliza- 
i beth, with a gross tonnage of 
83,673. The Queen Mary is sec­ 
ond with 81,237 gross tons. The 
liner United States has a gross 
tonnage of 53,329.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Public Should Know How 
Well Schools Teach English 


We were greatly disturbed by a sur­ 
vey conducted in Marin high schools by 
one of our staff, (as reported last week) 
regarding the performance of Marin stu­ 
dents in college entrance English exam­ 
inations. 
It wasn’t the fact that our students 
don’t do well that bothered us. It was 
the fact we weren't able to find out how 
they do. The schools, with the exception 
of those which didn't have any statistics 
to give, refused to tell us even what per­ 
centage of the students who take the ex­ 
amination passed. 
An interesting point was that, not one 
of them told us on what authority they 
had refused to gi\e out the statistics; 
they just refused. We ha\en't been able 
to find any such authority in the State 
Education Code. 
They gave two principal reasons for 
not releasing the figures. First, only a 
small proportion of rhe students took 
the examination and therefore it was not 
a true reflection of the school’s English 
program. Second, an English A examina­ 
tion, usual designation for such a test, 
was a placement test and therefore any 
attempt to use jt for other purposes is 
“educationally unsound.” 
Let’s look at these two arguments. 
First, granting that only a small per­ 
centage of the graduates take the tests, 
aren't these the top scholars, the ones 
who plan to go on to university and col­ 
lege? Certainly those students who are 
planning to quit school after high school 
wouldn't take the test. Those taking it 
wouldn’t represent the average school 
graduate, they would represent the top 
half of the graduates. 
Second, we reject the idea that the 
English A examination is a placement 
test. You either pass or fail English A. It 
doesn't matter whether you just barely 
pass or get 100 per cent on the exam, 
there is no placement involved. The 


theory behind the test is to weed out the 
men from the boys, to determine wheth­ 
er a student has enough background in 
English to do college work. 
If he hasn't enough, he must take spe­ 
cial work. This special course has an ap­ 
propriate name — Bonehead English. 
And because it is considered a high 
school course, rather than college, it has 
a special fee attached to it, $35 at Uni­ 
versity of California, for example. 
So the examination is no placement 
test. It’s a test of minimum college re­ 
quirements that every high school grad­ 
uate should have received. 
There has been some complaint that 
some colleges are using the test to weed 
out entrants. If so, we deplore this. The 
English A test should be retained, as in 
the past, as a test of a student's ability 
to do college work. If the colleges then 
want to require more than that, that's 
up to them. 
The public has a right to know wheth­ 
er their high schools are teaching Eng­ 
lish well enough for a goodly proportion 
of their students to pass English A. 
Keeping the results secret only covers 
up inadequate education. 
John Halverson, supervisor of English 
A at U.C., said the reason U.C. doesn't 
release the scores is “to avoid embar­ 
rassing a high school and to avoid com­ 
petition among schools.” 
Let's embarrass them a little, maybe 
that'll strengthen their English courses. 
What's the matter with a little compe­ 
tition in English? We give trophies for 
football and swimming, why not for edu­ 
cation too? In fact we feel certain we can 
provide a sponsor for a trophy to be 
awarded annually to the high school in 
Marin County which has the highest per­ 
centage of its students passing the Eng­ 
lish A examination. 
Are the high schools willing to com­ 
pete?

State Assistance 
Funds for construction to be­ 
gin after July 1. 1960. The 
State's contribution would be 
matched by a like sum from 
the County. 


To receive State assistance 
the building must be built to 
State standards. 
Preliminary 
planning indicates a simple 
residential-type 
structure 
of 
approximately 
3,380 
square 
feet at a cost of a little less 
than $60,000. There is no pro­ 
vision for air conditioning or 
for any frills. 
Costs of site 
developm ent, 
water 
supply, 
utility connection, sewage dis­ 
posal, access road, etc., cannot 
be estimated until an exact 
site is agreed upon with the 
Marin Municipal Water Dis­

opinion, a cunning business 
device.

This time it is different in 
Little Rock. 
This tim e the people of Lit­ 
tle Rock are making their own 
decisions, running their own 
schools, and m aintaining law 
and order by them selves. 
This time the people of Lit­ 
tle Rock are carrying out a 
modest racial integration of 
two public high schools by 
their own choice in their own 
wav. 
The reason they are able to 
do so is that Gov. Faubus has 
been restrained by the courts 
from denying to Little Rock 
the rights of local self-govern­ 
ment, which is the very heart 
of American democracy. 


IT IS TRUE that a group of 
about 250 people, who had 
earlier gathered on the lawn 
of the State Capitol and been 
w elcom ed 
by the 
governor, 
sought to dem onstrate against 
the opening of Central High 
School on an integrated basis 
— and were dispersed by the 
police. 
But the fact which will live 
longer 
than 
the 
headlines, 
which read about the same in 
many newspapers — “Police 
battle taunting crowd as Lit­ 
tle Rock schools open" — was 
contained in the body of the 
Associated Press dispatch. It 
was this: 
“Inside Central, c l a s s e s 
went on peacefully.” 


AND WHAT, THEN, is the 
great difference betw een this 
tim e 
and 
Septem ber, 
1957, 
when the President had to 
send in troops to uphold the 
authority of the D i s t r i c t 
Court? 
It is simple: This tim e the 
forces of law and order (Lit­ 
tle Rock’s authority previously 
over-ridden by the governor) 
are no longer on the side of 
law lessness and disorder. 
This time the forces of law' 
and order in Little Rock are 
free to help carry out — in­ 
stead 
of 
thwarting — t h e 
dem ocratically - arrived - at - 
decision of the people of Lit­ 
tle Rock. The decision which 
the people of Little Rock made 
in the last elections to the 
school board was that, how­ 
ever much they dislike inte­ 
gration, they preferred lim it­ 
ed 
integration 
to 
unlimited 
ignorance for their children; 
they preferred som e integra­ 
tion of the public schools to 
total 
closing 
of 
the 
public 
schools. 
We should bear in m i n d 
that the original decision two 
years ago to register a few 


Negro 
students 
at 
Central 
High 
represented 
faithful, 
locally 
decided 
compliance 
with the Suprem e Court de­ 
cision of 1954. 


THE PROPOSED modest in- 
tegration of Central High was 
not ordered from Washington. 
It was worked out by the Lit­ 
tle Rock School Board, it was 
protested and enjoined hv a 
group of Little Rock parents, 
and after hearings the District 
Court had directed the school 
board to proceed w i t h i t s 
plans. 


Obviously there were going 
to be em otional tension, pick­ 
eting, 
demonstrations, 
a n d 
possibly efforts to use violence 
to interfere w'lth the attend­ 
ance of the Negro students at 
school. 


The issue was w hether the 
law enforcem ent officers were 
going to prevent the N egro 
students from entering Cen­ 
tral High, in accord with the 
school board and court order, 
or whether they were going to 
prevent a mob from forceably 
denying them entrance. 
Gov. Faubus called out the 
National Guard on the side 
of the mob, not on the side of 
the law. 


THIS TIME Gov. F a u b u s 
deem ed it imprudent to do so 
after the District Court had 
declared unconstitutional the 
laws which the legislature had 
passed to give him power to 
close any 
integrated public 
school and after the voters of 
Little Rock had removed three 
Faubus supporters from the 
School Board. 
Today the majority of the 
people of Little Rock are in 
process of rem oving the false 
image which Faubus imposed 
upon them.

his home here yesterday. 


“ That mouse was exposed to 
the full blast and noise of the

Blackburn. 36-year-old test 
pilot for North American Avia­ 
tion, added: 
“ When I first started pre­ 
paring for the test, my first 
reaction was that the shelter 
would be a mighty tight hole 
to get out of. Knowing that the

below the tail of the plane, 
built up a pressure of 130,000 
pounds of thrust—almost equal 
to that developed by a Thor 
intermediate r a n g e missile.

T here’s nothing like a pretty 
dark printed cotton dress to 
perk up a tired sum m er ward­ 
robe and take you gaily into 
fall.

enough for a hot autumn day, 
it can be a wardrobe standby 
from A ugust through October. 


If a dress such as this is on 
your 
end-of-sum m er 
sew ing 
schedule, here are som e tips 
from local sew ing center e x ­ 
perts. 
Fabric 
and 
pattern 
m ust be perfectly coordinated, 
with just enough cover-up so 
that the dress may go shop­ 
ping as w ell as to parties. 


Select a 
fabric printed in 
autumnal 
tones, such as 
an 
over-all floral m otif in tones 
of ochre, rust and black. Su- 
pima 
cotton 
fabrics, 
w oven 
from a silky cotton fiber devel­ 
oped 
by the 
D epartm ent of 
Agriculture, are an excellent 
choice. 
T hese fabrics are w on­ 
derfully light and silky, w ash­ 
able and unusually durable be­ 
cause of the extra length of 
the fiber. 


A fabric such as this adapts 
perfectly to a softly pleated 
skirt, for it drapes beautifully 
and is highly wrinkle-resistant. 
It should be stitched much the 
sam e way as silk— with light 
tension, a fine needl, m ercer­ 
ized thread and a short stitch 
length. 
It is w ise to run a test 
swatch before starting to sew 
on the dress. 
Although the 
fabric does not ravel easily, 
careful seam stresses will take 
pains to add finishing touches 
to the inside, such as over­ 
casting seam s. 
If you own one 
of the new slant-needi automat­ 
ic sew ing m achines, you'll find 
that this fabric takes beauti­ 
fully to a zig-zag stitch for 
overcasting.

So says George Russell, v e t - 1 
eran m athem atics editor for a ; 
textbook publishertScott.Fores-1 
| man and Co.). He believes basic 
m athem atics should be taught 
from th e first grade on— w ith­ 
out sugar coating. 
A rithm etic is “the least liked, 
m ost 
poorly 
learned 
of 
all 
grade school subjects,” Russell 
said. 
R ecently, he helped com plete 
a n ew textbook program for 
teachers and learning ele m en ­ 
tary arithm etic. 
R u les aren't stated 
in the 
n ew books. Instead, all opera­ 
tions such as addition or m ul­ 
tiplication are worked out in 
pictures, with a brief verbal 
cxplanat ion. 
T he children see what is hap­ 
p en in g to the numbers. Rus­ 
sell explained, then state the 
ru les in their own term s rath­ 
er than m erely memorize what 
is in the hook. 


“ W e aren't against m em ori­ 
zation,” Russell said. ‘ Lots of 
facts have to be m em orized no 
m atter how you teach arithm e­ 
tic. But we want children to 
understand what is being m e m ­ 
orized, not simply parrot what 
th e teacher or the book says.” 


U nder 
the 
new 
program, 
third grade children are taught 
to use equations. Russell said 
children's 
greatest 
w eakness 
in th e past has been in solving 
verbal problems. 


“Most children today can add, 
subtract, m ulitply and divide 
very w ell as long as the teacher 
or th e books tells them what 
I to do,” he said. 


“But give many children a 


verbal problem , in which they 
have to decide for them selves 
how to process the numbers, 
and they flounder. They have­ 
n ’t been given an orderly m eth­ 
od of solving problem s.” 
Russell said teachers using 
the program have found that 
once children learn to trans­ 
late verbal problem s into equa­ 
tions, they do m uch better at 
problem solving. 
It also aids their m athem at­ 
ical thinking, so they can take 
up fairly difficult work at an 
early age. The sixth grade pro­ 
gram in R ussell’s system , for 
exam ple, 
teaches ratios, per 
cents and other work that used 
to be held back until the sev­ 
enth or eighth grades. 
Children who understand ra­ 
tios and other basic mathemati- 
! cal principles don’t need gro* 
I eery store gam es to keep them 
busy or interested. Russell said. 
They like arithmetic for its own 
sake, 
because 
they 
see 
the 
sense of it. 
A new approach to arithme­ 
tic is need for two reasons —• 
one a great need for m athem a­ 
ticians and engineers in the 
space era. “Their introduction 
to m athem atics can no longer 
be postponed until high school 
and college,” Russell said. 
The other reason, he said Is 
that m achines have largely tak­ 
en over the job of com puting in 
modern business. 
“This doesn't m ean that pu­ 
pils don’t have to learn how to 
add or subtract,” Russell said. 
; “It m erely em phasizes that the 
'hum an ability to think mathe­ 
matically 
is 
more 
important 
than the ability to compute. 
Someone has to know how to 
analyze 
problems 
before the 
m achine can be put to work to 
solve them .”

Look For Changes In 


Schools, Says Educator 


The little red school house 
of the future is likely to be 
neither little, red. nor house­ 
shaped. says Dr. E. M. Hinton, 
headmaster of San Rafael Mili­ 
tary Academy. 
Dr. Hinton was one of 25 
American educators chosen to 
take part in the Summer Con­ 
ference on Models in School 
Curriculum sponsored by the 
Fund for Advancement of Edu­ 
cation of the Ford Foundation 
at Stanford University. 
The conferees, 
who repre­ 
sented perhaps the foremost 
figures in American education, 
were called together to advance 
new ideas and methods. 
The 
discussions ran the gamut from 
basic education philosophies t o ; 
descriptions of the latest edu-1 
cational aids and techniques. 
! 
Among the innovations ad­ 
vanced at the conference was 
a proposal to build school build-1 
ings with six-sided rooms to 
eliminate “dead’’ corners such 
as are found in conventional 
four-walled school rooms, Dr. 
Hinton said. 
Basic to most new ideas in 
education is an expansion of 
the facilities to provide for the 
educational needs of the entire 
community—young and adult 
alike, and the utilizing of the 
whole community for educa­ 
tional purposes where indicat­ 
ed. If a visit to a factory or 
an office will serve the need of 
topic at hand, Dr. Hinton ex­ 
plained, it should be allowed, 
and the school kept open to 
accommodate the student who j 
may *ish to discuss what he I 
has learned afterward. 
And the school of the future j 
most certainly won’t be red 
in color or in ideology', the San 
Rafael headmaster's remarks j 
indicate. 
The accent is placed on de-; 
veloping the student’s individ­ 
ualism. 
‘ The student is in business 
for himself from the outset, I 
finding out things he wants to 
know, since this is the only 
way we learn,” Dr. Hinton said. 
‘‘The school follows a policy

of ‘maximum accessibility’,” he 
added, and ‘‘should be open to 
all almost 24 hours a day, six 
days a week.” 
But this innovation is calcu­ 
lated 
to 
make 
the

“more aware of his cultural 
heritage,” rather than to set 
him at odds with his environ­ 
ment. ‘ He learns,” says Dr. 
Hinton, “to live by his heritage 
or to help change it.” 
‘‘This presupposes that the 
teacher be a person or cour­ 
age.” Dr. Hinton added. 
The heart of the new is to 
stress the learning of the “ba­ 
sic skills” for each student and 
to help him as far along in each 
as he can go. 
The skills are 
readin. writing, speaking, view­ 
ing, listening and numbers (all 
mathematical concepts). 
To do this, the educators 
agreed that it is advisable to 
establish three tracks to the 
objective — one for the very 
bright, another for the middle 
group, and a third for the slow 
learners. 
In the program, the schools 
set up a situation where the 
student wants to find out how 
to solve the problem—the point 
at which learning takes place. 
Chairmen 
for the 
confer­ 
ence were Ralph W. Taylor, di­ 
rector of the Center for Ad­ 
vance Study in the Behavioral 
Sciences, and Lester V,\ Nel­ 
son, director of the Fund for 
Advancement of Education.
